‘Sometime during the month of 
February, 1926, irregularities in the 
accounts of this department (ac- 
counts receivable) were discovered 
and report thereof was made to tiie 
National Surety Co., which carried 
the blanket bond of all the bank 
employes.

Prosecutor Promises ‘“Im- 
portant Announcement” 
as to Killing of Desloge 


Ex-Constable. 


'By a Staff Correspondent of the

FLAT RIVER, Mo., Aug. 24.— 
About 500 men and women of the 
‘lead belt towns gathered here last 
night at an indignation meeting 
inspired by the failure of county 
authorities to act cffectively in the 
murder of Samuel Doss, former 
Constable and dry law informer, 
who was killed a week before by 
an unseen assassin standing out- 
side who fired through the kitch- 
en window of his home at Desloe. 

However, criticism of Sheriff 
Doss and Prosecuting Attorney 
Kinder, in the Doss case, was cir- 
cumvented by the arrest, a few 
hours before the meeting, of two 
men well-known in the lead belt, 
Bart Walker, a former Deputy 
Sheriff, and Frank Boesel, a for- 
mer Deputy Constable. 

Prosecuting Attorney Kinder an- 
nounced that the men were held 
suspected of being accessories be- 
fore the fact in the murder of 
Doss. Walker and Roesel were ar- 
rested without warrants. Kinder 
declared an “important announce- 
ment’? would be made in 24 hours. 

Indignation Mecting. 

The meeting, called by the Mat 
River Chamber of Commerce, con- 
sisted mainly of accusations that 
officials of St. Francois County 
winked at bootlegging and gamb- 
ling in the lead belt towns. The 
audience filled the auditorium of 
the First Baptist Church and came 
from Bonne Terre, Farmingt, 
Leadwood, Bismarck, Desloge and 
Flat River, all -in a radius of 10 
miles. 

A resolution was adopted “in- 
dorsing a full and complete ‘nves- 
tigation of conditions by the local 
authorities of the county and State 
with the view of determining the 
truth.’’ 

Several men arose to descr'he 
places which they said were per- 
mitted to flourish wide open: two 
itinerant revivalists grasped the 
opportunity to preach on the bad

The man who set off the bomb 
is believed to be the one kHled. 
The interior of the bank was so 
wrecked that firemen found it hard 
to get in. They reported that with- 
in the corridor they could see the 
body of a man dressed in working 
clothes, ’ 


victims had been admtited, seven 
in the Allegheny General, and 
eight at Mercy Hospital. They in- 
cluded several women. 

Blast Rocks Downtown Arca 

The explosion rocked the down- 
town district. In addition to the in- 
terior of the bank, the second floor 
of the building also was wrecked. 
The structure {is 16 stores high. 

Fire apparatus and ambulances 
quickly reached the scene and the 
injured were sent to hospitals. The 
great crowds hampered the work 
of firemen and police reserves were 
called from outlying districts in 
the hope that some order could be 
kept.

Investigators of the Laclede Gas 
Co. said the expiasion probably wus 
caused by the igniation of gasoline, 
and not by a leaking gas pipe, as 
police had supposed. Krenski’s 
motor cycle and a can which may 
have contained gasoline were fourd 
in ghe wreckage.

A ambulance was then summoned 
to take him to the hospital, 

A side wall and part of the front 
wall of the one-story building were 
blown out. 

Damage to the building was estit- 
mated at $1000. Additional dam- 
age of $200 was caused by the fire 
spreading to the adjoining residence 
of Mrs. Rose Heineman, 3624 North 
Ninth street.

Woodland avenue with his wife, 
Pauline, and six children—Laura, 
13 years old; John, 9; Anthony, 7; 
Frank, 4; Jennie, 2, and Joseph, 1. 
Mrs. Krenski, with Jennie and Jo- 
seph, departed for Chicago Friday 
to visit relatives. In her absence, 
Laura has been keeping house.. She 
told reporters her ‘father had 
worked for 18 years as a machanic 
in a chain factory, quitting a year 
ago to enter the shoe repair busi- 
ness.

Pickles ‘and Preserves 


ELLY-MAKING is sometimes a 
J problem for various reasons. 

If jelly does not jell, there is 
a reason. It lacks pectin, or acid 
in combination. Currants, sour 
apples, crabapples, loganberries, 
grapes, cranberries, plums and 
green gooseberries, are rich in acid 
and pectin combined and jell 
easily. Rhubarb, strawberries, pinc- 
apple and cherries have the acid, 
but are low in pectin. Peaches, 
pears, raspberries, apricots and 
strawberries contain but very little 
pectin and acid. Lemon juice is 
usually added to make up the 
needed acid and apple pectin to 
aid in jellying. 

Apple pectin is made by washing 
and cutting stem and blossom ends 
of three dozen apples. Cut the ap- 
ples into small pieces, using cores 
and skins, and place in a preserve 
kettle with eight cupfuls of water 
and a quarter cupful of lemon 
juice. Cook steadily about half 
hour until] the apples are soft, then 
pour into a cloth jelly bag to drip. 
When cold, squeeze the bag to get 
all the juice. Next, pour the juice 
into a flannel jelly bag and let it

In the pickle-making much of 
the success depends upon the good 
quality of the vinegar. A good 
pure cider vinegar is brightest in 
flavor and best for fine pickles. 
Malt vinegar may be used if its too 


pronounced flavor is liked. Taragon 


vinegar is too savory for pickling 
and is better for salad use. Fresh 
spices only should be used, as they 
lose flavor from one season to an- 
other. 

Fresh rubbers should be bought 
each season for the jars that seal, 
and new corks and clean bottles 
and sealing wax for catsup or other 
bottled condiments. Crocks for pre- 
serves, glass tumblers for jellies 
and little earthen pots for jams are 
best. 

Melt the paraffin in a small new 
coffee pot to pour over the tops of 
the jellies.
